Inside one of the quietest places on cam- 
pus something loud has been happening. 
Near the end of the summer semester here 
at Avila an exceptional amount of activity 
was happening in the Audiovisual Room in 
the library. Six new Apple lie (read two e) 
personal computers and a seventh with a 
printer have been installed. The originator 
of the idea came from Rick Raglow, the 
media coordinator for the nursing depart- 
ment. 

Purchased through a grant from the 
Helene Fuld Health Trust Fund, originally 
the computers were to be placed in the 
Nursing Learning Lab; the computers pres- 
ent home is the library so as to give more 
access to them by a greater percentage of 
the student body. The system consists of 
the seven Apples, a printer and two phone 
modem hook-ups (these will allow "conver- 
sation" between Apple computers). Nurs- 
ing software has also been purchased for 
use on these computers, considering that 
fifty percent of the nursing software written 
is for the Apple computers. 

The reasons behind the purchase of the 
mini computers are as Mr. Raglow put it, "A 
great portion of nursing education and 
education in general is turning to compu- 
ters. As a matter of fact, one of the goals 
over the next two to three years of the col- 
lege is to make all of its students computer 
literate to better function in the computer 
business world."
